CHANGES IN 


HE EARL OF DUDLEY has sold 

No. 7, Carlton Gardens to the Carlton 

Club, whose house is, as everyone 

knows, the adjoining building, and 

Sir Reginald Blomfield has been 

requested to prepare plans for uniting 
the two houses. It is the intention of the 
Club to provide accommodation in the newly 
acquired house for the entertainment of ladies 
as well as gentlemen guests of the members. 
During the twenty-eight years that the Ear! 
of Dudley has held the Carlton Gardens 
mansion he has probably laid out not less 
than £50,000 in improvements. ‘The superb 
oak fittings of the library have been purchased 
with the house. 

It stands on part of the site of the old 
Carlton House, which was once occupied by the 
Prince Regent—that scene of brilliant social 
gatherings, incessant domestic bickerings and 
ceaseless political intrigue, which was built 
in 1709 for Lord Carlton, bought for the 
Prince of Wales in 1732, and demolished 
in 1828 to make way for Waterloo Place. Lord 
Dudley’s agents in the conduct of the sale 
to the Carlton Club were Messrs. Hampton 
and Sons. 

Yet another change is to take place in 
St. James’s Square, the Centaur Club having 
acquired Winchester House. ‘The mansion, 
originally the town house of the See of Win- 
chester, was sold in the year 1875 to the Govern- 
ment for £45,000, which sum was applied by 
the Church of England to the foundation of 
the new Bishopric of St. Albans. ‘The price 
now obtained by the Office of Works, through 
the agency of Messrs. Foord and Salberg, 
is some {£55,000 more than the property cost 
fifty years ago, and in the meanwhile it is 
safe to say that few official buildings have 
been so uniformly and continuously useful. 
The investment has proved a_ thoroughly 
good one. 

St. James’s Square is mentioned in the 
comedies of the time of George I as the summit 
of the peak of fashion. Shadwell, in ‘‘ The 
Busy Fair,” remarks: ‘‘ We call it London, 
and it outdoes St. James’s Square and all 
the Squares in dressing and_ breeding.” 
Ecclesiastical associations are still maintained 
in the Square, as the Bishop of London has 
his town house there, but for how long that 
may continue to be the case is doubtful, in 
view of announcements that were made early 
in 1919 and 1920 respecting the disposition 
of the Bishop of London to consider a suitable 


offer of tenancy of the premises. Messrs. 
Mellersh and Harding acted as_ surveyors 
for the purchasers of Winchester House. 


The mansion contains about fifty large rooms, 
and was rebuilt in 1791 by the fifth Duke of 
Leeds, from the designs of Robert Brettingham, 
the house taking the place of that first erected 
in 1676. Among its holders have been the 
Earl of Halifax and the Duke of Dorset, 
and in 1818 the property was purchased 
by the Duke of St. Albans, becoming, eleven 
years afterwards, the town abode of the Bishops 
of Winchester. 


LORD BOSTON’S LIBRARY. 


LORD BOSTON has, owing to the sale of 

the Hedsor estate, instructed Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley to sell, early next 
month, in the mansion, near Taplow, the 
remainder of the furniture, pictures and 
books. The library is rich in natural history, 
early voyages and travels in America. 

Next Tuesday, at Hanover Square, a 
small Essex farm of 29 acres, with an old- 
fashioned house and a really excellent new 
bungalow, near Broxbourne station, will be 
sold, with possession. Camps, Nazeing, as 
it is called, is within twenty miles of Liverpool 
Street, and well placed for hunting with the 
Essex Foxhounds, golf on Nazeing Common, 
and boating and fishing in the Lea,. which 
winds through the country a mile away. 

Liscombe Park, Leighton Buzzard, is 
to be offered by auction by Messrs. Knight, 
Frank and Rutley. The residence has _his- 
torical associations and dates from the Tudor 
period. With park, home farm and model 
stud farm, the estate has an area of 639 acres, 
in the Whaddon Chase. 

Freehold premises, No. 7, Mandeville 
Place, and the lease of No. 114, Gloucester 
Place, with garage, will be offered by Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley at the end of the year. 


A very successful sale was held by Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley, at Shaftesbury, 
of 608 acres of the Coombe estate, thirty-one 
out of the thirty-eight lots finding buyers 
for a total of £20,480. The prices obtained 
for agricultural land ranged from £40 to £60 
an acre, and there was plenty of competition, 
486 acres changing hands. 


MR. BALDWIN’S EATON SQUARE 
HOUSE. 


"THE PRIME MINISTER has instructed 

Messrs. Hampton and Sons to sell No. 93, 
Eaton Square, with vacant possession, at 
St. James’s Square, on November 27th. 
Splendidly designed for entertaining, it has a 
marble hall, six grand reception rooms, includ- 
ing the ballroom, and a galleried oak staircase. 
There are twelve or fourteen bedrooms and 
three bathrooms, as well as a garage. The 
house, upon which large sums have been spent, 
faces due south. 

Old Hampstead Heath houses just sold 
by Messrs. Hampton and Sons include the 
picturesque little place Capo di Monte in 
Judges’ Walk. This was the spot where, in 
1665, the year of the plague, the judges sat 
under elm trees to hold the assizes, and in 
1814 the cottage was occupied by Mrs. Siddons. 
Another interesting place is in New End 
Square, the Old Hawk Inn. Volta House, 
Windmill Hill, of unspoiled Queen Anne 
architecture, where hair-powdering closets are 
preserved, as well as panelling, has changed 
hands too.

“STANTUNE” OF THE DOMESDAY. 


HITESTAUNTON MANOR, the Jacobean 
house in the Taunton Vale, three miles 
from Chard, is a property with a very well 
authenticated record since the year 1493, when 
the Hugyns family owned it and were building 
a house there. A hundred years later John 
Brett was adding to or rebuilding the house, 
and his initials are carved in the dining-room 
panelling. The carved stone fireplace in the 
drawing-room bears the arms of Edward 
Seymour, Earl of Hereford and Duke of 
Somerset. The Elton family, whose connec- 
tion with Whitestaunton has extended over a 
period of upwards of two centuries, naturally 
display their armorial devices here and there 
throughout the house, and it is to them that 
we owe the preservation of the house in an 
unspoilt state. 

Antiquarians think of Whitestaunton not 
merely as it is but as it was long before its 
inclusion as ‘‘ Stantune’”’ in the Domesday 
Book, for in the grounds are remains of a 
Roman villa, whose occupants must have been 
persons of importance, judging from the 
character of the bath adjoining the villa. The 
bath is lined with the original tessellated ware, 
and enough is left of the general outline of 
the place to show that the Roman dwelling 
worthily utilised the site. With 30 or 140 acres, 
the house will be sold at Chard on Novem- 
ber 8th by Messrs. John D. Wood and Co., 
in conjunction with Messrs. Robert Love and 
Sons. As a hunting centre Whitestaunton is 
good, being in the heart of the Taunton Vale 
and Cotley country, and not too far from 
Cattistock, Seavington and Axe Vale meets. 
The River Varty affords a couple of miles of 
fishing. 


HALLINGBURY’S EARLY HISTORY. 


ABUTTING on the Stort Navigation, which 

traverses part of the fringe of the Halling- 
bury estate, is the earthwork known as Wallbury, 
a Roman relic, hexagonal and having a double 
ditch, nearly a mile in circumference. It has 
been scheduled as an Ancient Monument. 
The estate, including the historic home of 
the Houblon family, came under the hammer

Jacob Houblon bought it, and the prc ent 
vendor is Major Henry Lindsay Archer 
Houblon, whose Christian name recalls the 
fact that one of his ancestors married a daughter 
of John Archer of Coopersale. That particular 
Houblon rebuilt the mansion in 1771, and 
placed in it the Coopersale mantelpiece which 
is now in the Oak Room at Hallingbury. The 
King reviewed 30,000 soldiers in the park 
during the late war. The extraordinary richness 
and beauty of the gardens at Hallingbury 
Place is attributable to the late Mrs. Lockett 
Agnew, during the time the property was 
held on lease, and some of the most important 
improvements of the house itself, so far as 
regards residential convenience, are due to 
her and her husband. Hatfield Forest, 1,000 
acres, once part of Epping Forest, is noted 
for the magnificence of its oaks, one of which, 
known as the Doodle, is said to be the remains 
of a tree mentioned in documents centuries 
ago. As recently as 1892 there were 300 fallow 
deer and ten red deer in the park. 


A COUNTY CRICKETER’S HOME. 
"THE celebrated Somerset cricketer, Mr. H. T. 

Hewett, was for many years resident at 
Burnshill, Norton Fitzwarren, which has just 
changed hands through Messrs. C. R. Morris, 
Sons and Peard. Burnshill occupies a command- 
ing position overlooking the Vale of Taunton 
Deane, and has, as a background to that view, 
glorious glimpses of the Blackdown and Quan- 
tock Hills. The sporting facilities, are un- 
rivalled, hunting being available with six packs 
of hounds, and golf and polo within easy dis- 
tance. The property evoked competition, and 
it was ultimately sold for £2,400 to Mr.

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MISTAKES THAT DESIGNERS MAKE: I.—CHASSIS 


HE looker-on sees most of the 
game, and the car user can always 
point out to the designer several 
things that he has done which he 
ought not to have done, or several 
equally important sins of omission. Never 
a car was made but the veriest amateur 
of critics could find fault with it in some 
more or less important detail; and I 
pursue my unobtrusive way in giving 
priceless advice to car designers, which 
helps to flood the swelling waste-paper 
baskets of many a drawing office. But 
because a designer is so indifferent to these 
pearls of wisdom cast before him so 
generously, there is no reason why the 
private car owner should put up with 
his idiosyncrasies because the easy lessons 
that are offered to him are accepted in 
a spirit of obstinacy that prevents their 
being learned. In the long run, the car 
purchaser is the head of the designing 
shop. The draughtsman who attempts to 
go against public opinion is riding for 
a fall. But, unfortunately, public opinion 
is limited in its force and in its effects, 
with the result that cars are placed on 
the market and accepted by purchasers 
either because insufficient discrimination is 
exercised in their choice or because the 
buyer has insufficient knowledge on which 
to base a careful and useful scrutiny. 
These lines are written, therefore, 
not so much with the hopeless intention 
of awakening the designer to the needs 
of the public, but to inform a certain 
section of the public of some of the many 
mistakes that are perpetrated, and to 
let them see which of these mistakes are 
sufficiently serious to justify their fancy 
for one car being diverted to another. 
One of the very best cars on the market— 
or, at least, one of the very best of which 
I have any knowledge and experience— 
bristles with so many faults that I would 
not let a friend of mine buy it; but, at 
the same time, I should tell him that this 
car contains many brilliant features of 
design, the workmanship embodied in 
it is of an unsurpassed standard, and 
the materials throughout are of the very 
best. Unquestionably, its road performance 
would be beyond reproach, and there is no 
reason for thinking that the car will fail 
to materialise an exceptional and useful 
working life. If these are the only con- 
siderations which you intend to allow 
to weigh with you—and certainly they 
are the most important—all well and good. 
But do not forget that this car, like others, 
will require a certain amount of attention 
now and then; and if it be neglected, 
your purse and your temper will suffer. 
It has no fewer than thirty grease cups, 
all of which require regular attention, 
and some of them are in most inaccessible 
positions. If you should be so unfortunate 
as to have a collision—a really serious 
collision, that is—and crack your engine 
crank-case, you will want a complete 
gear-box casing as well, by way of replace- 
ment of the broken part. If you should 
be so unfortunate as to forget the water 
in your cylinders on a frosty night, and 
so wake up one fine morning to finda 
gaping hole in the water jacket, you will 
require not merely a new cylinder block, 
but a new cylinder block and crank-case 
unit, for the two are cast as a single 


assembly. If you should have back axle 
trouble, such, for instance, as a broken 
pinion in the differential, the dismantling 
and reassembling of the offending axle 
will cost more than the entire replacement 
in most other cars, because the whole unit 
is so inaccessibly mounted. Even so, I 
have not exhausted all the awful poten- 
tialities of this car in this respect. 


INACCESSIBILITY. 


And so it comes about at the present 
time that the most numerous of mistakes 
made by designers may be expressed in 
terms of inaccessibility. Nothing is more 
irritating to the average owner than to 
find that some part which needs frequent 
or even periodical attention is so difficult 
to get at that it generally goes without. 
As instances, may be mentioned the clutch 
spigot and the clutch withdrawal mechan- 
ism, two parts of a car that need lubrica- 
tion, perhaps, more than any other, after 
the interior of the engine, but which, owing 
to their frequent inaccessibility, are com- 
pelled to endure most neglect. 


THE OBSOLESCENT BELT. 


Turning to the front of the engine, 
there is at least one reputable car on the 
market which has no adjustment for its 
fan belt. If the belt works loose—as, of 
course, the best of belts will in course of 
time—nothing can be done to it to restore 
its efficiency until its slackness is such 
that a link may be taken out of the belt 
and a half-link put in. Belts are always 
a source of trouble and annoyance on 
motor cars, and the modern car that is 
offered to a purchaser with a belt in any 
essential part of its assembly must have 
very exceptional assets indeed in other 
directions before it can sway the capable 
judge in its favour. The employment of 
a belt on a motor car is now limited to 
one of three functions: driving the 
speedometer, driving the fan and driving 
the dynamo, the last two often being 
combined—and a worse combination it 
is difficult to conceive. Every time the 
buyer’s vote should go in favour of a car 
that has a gear-driven speedometer and 
a gear-driven dynamo, which is a much 
more important component, in preference 
to a car that has only a belt. One of the 
most interesting and welcome developments 
to be revealed at this year’s Show is the 
great decline in the popularity of the belt 
for these two essential drives. Even the 
cheapest cars now have speedometers 
driven direct from the gear-box or back axle, 
and positively—that is to say, properly 
driven dynamos are rapidly attaining 
a position of majority instead of minority. 

Between the clutch spigot and the 
front of the engine one may refer to 
some of the faulty carburettor mountings 
that are still encountered. There is one 
popular medium-powered car with its 
carburettor so positioned that removal 
of the jets is at least a difficult, and under 
certain circumstances an almost impossible, 
undertaking without previous complete 
dismantling of the instrument. 





VALVE GEAR. 


The lubrication of valves is another 
matter to which attention may be drawn 


with advantage. Exposed over-head valves 
may be relied upon to give trouble socner 
or later on account of their unsatisfactory 
lubrication. If over-head valves are 
lubricated under pressure from the main 
lubricating system, nine-tenths of the 
difficulty connected with this detail dis- 
appears. But the other tenth is quite 
important. For instance, on one oi the 
very best cars on the market the push 
rod operated, over-head valves have the 
top of the tappet rods terminating in a 
ball, and the ends of the rocker arms 
in which they engage, cup-shaped. ‘The 
result of this is that any oil that finds 
its way along the rocker arms slips down 
over the tappet without lubricating the 
ball. Even when the rocker arm is drilled 
for lubricating purposes and there is a 
small hole at the top of the inverted cup, 
lubrication at this point often fails. This 
criticism is entirely overcome when the 
cup is not inverted and is at the top of 
the tappet with a ball at the end of the 
rocker arm. The oil running down the 
latter naturally gets in the cup and keeps 
the bearing properly lubricated. Baffling 
squeaks with an over-head valve engine, 
which have been eliminated from dynamo 
and magneto in the course of investigation, 
can, nine times out of ten, be traced to 
this bearing between the top of the tappet 
rod and the rocker arm. There is no 
special difficulty associated with either 
the design or manufacture of a satisfactory 
lay-out when overhead valves are operated 
by an over-head cam-shaft. The very 
modernity of the design has _ generally 
necessitated careful thought on the part 
of the designer, so that lubrication has 
received adequate attention, and I have 
yet to meet an unsatisfactory lay-out on 
these principles. 

As regards the interior of the engine, 
a two-bearing crank-shaft for any four- 
cylinder engine of more than 8 hop. 
requires a lot of theoretical justification. 
It would, however, be unfair to make this 
statement without the qualification that 
there are a few four-cylinder engines of 
which the crank-shafts have only two 
bearings and yet which prove entirely 
satisfactory in practice. This satisfaction 
is achieved by the making of the crark- 
shaft of exceptional strength and by very 
careful attention to lubrication deta.ls, 
which probably mean that the production 
cost of the engine is considerably hig! er 
than it would be if it had the sounc er 
three or even five bearings. 


THE SNARES OF A HIGH POWER-T)- 
WEIGHT RATIO. 


A careful inspection of a _ chasis 
will generally reveal if there are in it may 
snares of the inaccessibility type, althou h 
one cannot be absolutely sure of any cif 
in this respect until one has driven it 
and maintained it for at least a yerr. 
But a much more serious class of mista -e 
made by some too progressive designe’s 
is connected with anxiety to fall in live 
with the modern ideal of minimum weig 't 
for maximum engine power output aid 
maximum body capacity.

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reduction has been carried to excessive 
lengths or conducted on unsound principles. 

When a glib salesman tells a prospec- 
tive purchaser that his is the lightest 
car for its power and carrying capacity 
on the market, the question he is regularly 
asked is, ‘‘ But doesn’t this weight reduc- 
tion mean a loss in durability ?’’ Obviously, 
his answer is an emphatic “No,” and, 
provided the weight reduction has been 
conducted scientifically, his answer is 
entirely justifiable. But knowing little 
more than that the modern tendency is 
to reduce weight, and not appreciating 
all that is necessitated in satisfactory 
adherence to the tendency, some designers 
have adopted the fatal policy of reducing 
weight by paring down the weight of 
individual components, and so reducing 
their strength. This is not weight reduc- 
tion in the modern sense at all. Obviously, 
if you take a chassis frame weighing, say, 
a couple of hundredweight, and drill holes 
in it and pare off a bit here and a bit there, 
you will reduce its weight, and if the 
process be carried throughout the whole 
car the weight of the complete vehicle 
will be given a much more attractive 
appearance on paper than it had before. 
But, unless there be a drastic change for 
the better in the quality of materials 
employed, such weight reduction will 
mean a considerable loss in strength and 
durability. When the salesman on the 
stand at the Show tells you that his car 
has been reduced in weight by something 
like 2zcwt. as compared with last season’s 
model, ask him what change has been 
made in the metals of the chassis. If he 
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answers ‘‘ None,’”’ pass him by as quickly 
and politely as you can. 


LIFE AND LONGEVITY. 


Improved performance, which is 
closely related to the tendency to reduce 
weight, is another snare that has caught 
many a designer, and through him many 
an innocent purchaser. Because one maker 
has forced up the power output of his 
10 h.p. engine from 20 h.p. to 30 h.p. and 
has improved the performance of his car 
correspondingly, others are tempted to 
emulate him. The improvement of mere 
engine capability is, unfortunately, a 
fairly simple matter, but if it be carried 
out without very necessary attention to 
other details the results will be entirely 
regrettable. Take a car of which the 
maximum brake horse-power of the engine 
has been 30 h.p., giving, say, a speed of 
40 m.p.h., an improvement of Io h.p. 
from the engine may mean an increased 
speed capacity of, say, 8 m.p.h. But if 
the chassis was designed and made to 
withstand the road stresses and shocks 
imposed upon it at 4o m.p.h., and is not 
correspondingly improved and strengthened 
to withstand the stresses and_ shocks 
imposed on it by the added 8 m.p.h., 
what is going to be the result? It is 
obvious enough. The only problem at- 
tached to it is, will it make itself apparent 
before the guarantee period of the car 
has expired, or will it wait for, say, twelve 
months, when the car will, for all practical 
purposes, have reached the end of its life, 
and the unfortunate owner find himself the 
possessor of little more than “junk ”’ ?

opinions that no hasty or ill considered 
judgments should be passed. It is very 
easy to miss merit and to be misled by 
a plethora of eyewash into thinking that 
a really deserving new chassis may be 
something of a whited sepulchre.

easier is it to give commendation that 
is barely deserved, and this, one fears, 
is a common fault in published descrip- 
tions of motor cars that exercise clever 
and strong appeals to judgments that 
are none too critical.

The most difficult of all problem 
connected with car design, and the on 
with which least progress has been mad 
in recent years, is that of suspension 
Improve the road capabilities of a ca 
and its suspension must be corresponding]: 
improved, while connected very close! 
with the question of suspension is th 
of steering. The two together constitut 
road-holding, and cars that may b- 
perfectly satisfactory and happy a 
35 m.p.h. will very often prove almos: 
uncontrollable at 45 m.p.h. 

So it comes about that the improve 
car that the public ought to be offered 
is not secured by mere improvement i» 
the engine to be fitted to it. It is very 
obvious when one thinks about it, but 
it is surprising how designers and manu- 
facturers with years of experience behind 
them appear to overlook the fact entire! 
when announcing that their next season's 
models embody vast improvements over 
their predecessors. 

It is unfortunate, but it would 
be misleading to suggest that mere 
examination of a car on a show stand 
will reveal whether these necessary chassis 
improvements have been effected in con 
junction with the improvement in the 
engine; but the reader may take the 
warning to heart, and may decide 
that when he has evidence offered to 
him that an engine is very much im- 
proved, he should have equally reliable 
evidence that the chassis has improved 
with it. 


CHASSIS 


these matters can be met quite usefully 
in the case of this new car: for the first, 
there is the world-wide knowledge that 
no car has better material put into it than 
has the 11.9 h.p. Bean, and that not only 
have its makers at their command one of 
the world’s best steel and iron producing 
organisations, but their resources in this 
respect are kept busily employed in supply- 
ing raw materials to most of the best 
and biggest British automobile manu- 
facturers; for the second, there is the 
assurance of Mr. Jack Bean that before 
its design was finally settled this chassis 
has undergone something like 200,000 
miles of road testing and experimental 
work. Together, these two pieces of 
information go a very long way towards 
assuring one that the new 14 h.p. Bean 
will prove itself in private service to be 
every bit as good as it looks which is 
very, very good indeed.

THE ENGINE. 


It is no mere fancy to call the design 
of the engine an education. If its designer 
had examined every motor car power unit 
on the market, and had set to work con- 
sciously to produce an engine that should 
embody the best points of all of them 
with the faults of none, he could not have 
done better. All the best and universally 
accepted principles of modern design are 
skilfully incorporated, and, withal, the 
engine remains essentially conventional, 
with not the slightest suggestion of the 
freakish, nor, indeed, the inclusion of 
any single controversial detail. 

Cylinder barrels and upper half of 
the crank-case form a single casting with 
the three crank-shaft bearings carried 
in it, so that the lower half of the crank- 
case serves merely as an oilsump. Perhaps, 
it may be questioned whether this unit 
construction of cylinders and crank-case 
is an unimpeachable ideal, but it is a 
fact that all that can be urged against 
it is the cost of replacement should either 
crank-case or cylinders become damaged, 
and such damage is limited in its pro- 
bability to water-jackets cracked by frost. 
A fortunately and _ sufficiently remote 
contingency. 

Lubrication of the engine is by 
pressure throughout, or, at least, in the 
ordinary sense of pressure throughout, 
for the little ends are lubricated by splash 
and not under direct pressure as they are 
in the 11.9 h.p. model. The pressure may 
be easily regulated ; and all parts of the 
lubricating system likely to need attention, 
such as the filters for cleaning, etc., are 
all readily get-at-able. Cooling is by 
pump-circulated water and a fan which 
is driven by the triangulated chain that 
drives the magneto. The cylinder head is 


detachable and is not provided with valve 
caps, but there are two plug orifices in 
each cylinder, so that, if the owner so 
desires, the engine may be fitted with dual

from the provision of these double plug 
orifices, there are no compression taps; 
but, of course, an owner could, if he so 
desired, easily fit them. 


NOT A BELT ON THE CHASSIS. 


The auxiliaries of the engine are among 
the most attractive of its lay-out details, 
On the off-side and near the top of the 
cylinder block is the magneto, its high 
position being chosen for the very excellent 
motive of protection when the car is 
fording streams, and it, incidentally, offers 
the further asset of high accessibility— 
quite exceptional for magnetos mounted 
parallel to the cylinder block. Below the 
magneto is the dynamo, the spindle of 
which carries (in the gear-case) the chain 
from crank-shaft and cam-shaft, and also 
that to magneto and fan. The means of 
adjustment provided for these two chains 
is alone adequate justification for a very 
careful inspection of this engine by those 
interested in mechanical cleverness and 
refinement ; the apparently impossible 
combination of neatness with ease of

access to vital components is here presented 
for all eyes to see. On this side of the engine 
is mounted the Smith carburettor, with 
the induction manifold incorporated in 
the cylinder block for pre-heating of the 
charge—a method thoroughly excellent 
and efficient once an engine is warm, but, 
of course, preventing artificial heating 
of the induction manifold by some such 
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plan as a can of boiling water when it is 
required to assist a start on a very cold 
morning. 

On the opposite side of the eng'ne 
are the oil filler and level indicator <ad 
the distributor drive already referred to 
—the actual drive being by spiral be vel 
from the cam-shaft. Further aft is he 
starter, as neatly disposed as any wait 
on the car, but, perhaps, mounted clev: :ly 
enough to make a saint forget his holi- 
ness should its pinion jam. On ‘he 
other hand, starters that are scientifically 
mounted, as is this one, are not in the 
habit of jamming. 

The clutch is a multi-disc consisting 
of five steel plates, three of which are 
lined with Ferodo, and the springs that 
hold it in engagement are easily adjustable 
through a detachable cover plate over 
the clutch pit, the housing of whicli is 
bolted together with the gear-box to form 
a single unit with the engine; but this 
single unit consists of entirely separate 
castings for crank-case, clutch pit and 
gear-box, so that, should one of them fail, 
replacement does not involve an almost 
entire new engine-gear-box unit, as is 
the case with some approximately similar 
designs. At the back of the four-speed 
box is a gear for driving the speedometer. 
The Bean was one of the pioneers of the 
now popular proper drive for the speedo- 
meter, and it is not improbable that the 
lead given by this new chassis of having 
no belt at all will be as extensively followed 
as the other lead has been. 

Final transmission is through an 
open propeller shaft to a spiral bevel-driven 
three-quarter floating rear axle, and it is 
here that we find the only serious ‘ snags” 
in the whole chassis. How much better 
would it have been had the axle been fully 
floating, and how much better still if there 
were some provision for the torque reaction 
other than through the driving springs, 
which are called upon to take both driving 
(and braking) and torque stresses. 


THE FRAME AND OTHER DETAILS. 


As may be seen from the plan view 
of the chassis, the side members of the 
frame are both straight, tapering towards 
the front and carrying between them at 
the rear the main tank from which the 
fuel is fed to the carburettor on the vacuum 
system. Also apparent from this chassis 
view is the lay-out of the brakes—both 
internal expanding on the rear wheels— 
and their compensating arrangements; 
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but, fortunately, this is only half 1t1¢ 
braking story of the Bean Fourten, 
for the front axle is tubular and for t 1¢ 
best of all reasons—that four wheel brakes 
are available.

there is at the base of the column—z.e., 
just above the steering-box—a fabric disc 
flexible joint, the function of which is 
to insulate the driver’s arms from all 
vibration whether from road or engine. 
Surely one may say its function is to 
insulate the driver’s arms from road vibra- 
tion alone, for the idea of engine vibration 
is inconceivable to one who has seen the 
elaborate balancing of the crank-shaft. 
The column is well stayed and is adjustable 
for rake through a very wide range, so 
that the comfort of any and every driver 
has been carefully studied, and is still 
further met by the provision of adjustable 
front seats in the body. 
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BODYWORK. 


In general outline the bodywork of 
the new Bean is an improved version of 
the comfortable and very sightly 11.9 h.p. 
Standard editions comprise a two-seater 
with double dicky—presumably like the 
old dicky of the 11.9 h.p., which is the 
best ever put on a standard moderately 
priced car—a five-seater tourer, a landaulet 
and a four-door saloon, this latter being 
the model to be at the Show. Its price 
is £525, of the landaulet it is £575, and 
of the two open models—both of which 
are provided with side curtains—it is 
£395, four wheel brakes and dual ignition 
being 425 and /7 Ios. extra respectively. 
It is, perhaps, worth pointing out that 
when four wheel brakes are fitted both 
pairs of back wheel brakes are left intact, 
so that the car then has actually six 
independent brakes. 


EQUIPMENT. 

Both for chassis and complete cars 
the equipment is absolutely complete in 
every respect, comprising as standard 
such details as luggage grid, clock, two 
horns (bulb and electric), dimmer switch— 
although there are, of course, five lamps— 
petrol gauge, dash lamp, Calso quick- 
acting hood, etc., in addition to what may 
be called essential and ordinary fitme::ts 
as found on other cars. 

Taking all things into consideration, 
such as price, promise of performance, 
reputation behind the car, and everything 
else that counts, I have no hesitation 
whatever in describing the coming of 
this new Bean as an epoch-marking event. 
The British public, both at home and 
overseas, now has offered to it a car that 
will compete in every single respect with any 
other car produced in any other country, 
and there need be no misgiving that, 
whether the comparison be made on the 
basis of value for money or on that of 
performance in the narrow sense, the 
Bean Fourteen will have nothing to fear. 
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If and when a better car comes alonz, 
I trust I shall be among the first to hil 
and welcome it, but until that time I 
take off my hat to all those responsib’e 
for this achievement. In _ conclusio:, 
let me repeat that I have not yet tried 
this car, and that I am not forgetting 
that “‘ handsome is as handsome does.” 
These remarks are based on an inspecticn 
of the chassis and of the paper design >1f 
the car; but, once again, there is no ned 
for serious misgiving, and I do not antici- 
pate having to eat my words after tryiig 
the car.

Freak Hill-Climbing and Its

UCH ink has been spilt and many 
discussions have turned on the 


question as to whether freak 
hill-climbing by motor cars is a useful 
and justifiable pastime. Is the average 
owner or potential owner of a motor car 
swayed by knowing that the XYZ has 
climbed a gradient of 1 in 3 of which the 
surface consisted of heather or loose 
boulders ? It may speak volumes for the 
capacity of the car in certain directions 
if it can claim such an achievement, 
but does the average owner want his car 
to be capable of such performance, and 
does it not occur to him that a car which 
can do these things may quite reasonably 
fail in more conventional tests ? 

As a spectacular effort we should 
much appreciate the sight of a car climbing 
up a cliff, just as we should be impressed by 
the sight of it descending an almost ver- 
tical slope at a reasonable pace, controlled 
only by its own brakes, but we must confess 
that if we were contemplating the purchase 
of anything on wheels we should be much 
more deeply concerned in knowing what 
the car could do under conditions similar 
those under which we were going to drive

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up Snowdon by Sir (then Mr.) William 
Letts. 

Assaults on the railway track of the 
Welsh mountain were re-begun a few weeks 
ago by a couple of A.C. cars, one a six and 
the other a four cylinder, both of which 
succeeded in making the ascent; but the 
performance of both cars has since been 
eclipsed by what were, very significantly, 
two air-cooled cars, both with  two- 
cylinder engines. One of these was the 
Stoneleigh, which took 55mins. in the 
ascent; the other was a B.S.A., which 
made an absolutely non-stop climb in 
42mins., thus achieving the treble record 
of being the first car to beat the train 
up Snowdon, the first to make an absolutely 
non-stop ascent, and to make the fastest 
ascent ever achieved by any mechanical 
vehicle. As the climb was carried out 
under official R.A.C. observation, there 
is no question of any of the details con- 
nected with it nor of any of the claims 
made. 

As the A.C. may be taken as a first- 
class example of modern water-cooled 
six-cylinder light car design, and as the 
B.S.A. is a similarly fair example of the 
two-cylinder air-cooled modern car, some 
interesting comparisons may be drawn 
between the two performances. The A.C. 
car took th. 50mins. and had _ several 
stops, including one to fill up with water, 
while the four-cylinder A.C. car had to 
stop for both water and oil. The air- 
cooled car went up with no engine re- 
plenishment whatever. Certainly, this test 
seems to provide very striking evidence 
of the superiority of air cooling for freak 
work of this nature. But, as we have said 
the performances are essentially of a 
freakish nature, and as such do not impress 
us very deeply one way or the other. 

A few brief particulars of the climb 
and of the conditions governing the ascent 
by these cars may prove of interest. The 
length of the railway track along which 
the cars ran is four and three-quarter 
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miles, with an average gradient of 1 in 8 
and a maximum of 1 in 54 over a distance 
of a quarter of a mile. At frequent intervals 
there are gulleys, which, of course, have 
to be built up before a car can pass over 
them. When the A.C. made its ascent 
it had to make many stops for this building- 
up process, and the Stoneleigh, a fortnight 
later, had to repeat the process to almost 
the same extent. The B.S.A., however, 
had the advantage of the preparations 
made by tle previous cars, and so it 
experienced none of the delays due to these 
obstructions. The first ascent up this 
mountain was made in 1904 by Mr. Harvey 
Du Cros, accompanied by Mr. Charles 
Sangster, on a 15 h.p. Ariel car; but this 
ascent, which gave to the Ariel the dis- 
tinction of being the first car in history to 
ascend to the summit of Snowdon, and 
its subsequent ascent by Mr. William Letts, 
were easier than the latest achievement, 
because the sleepers of the railway track 
were in those days set level with the ground. 
Since that time it has been discovered, 
more or less accidentally, that sleepers 
exposed above the ground have a longer 
life than those embedded in it, and so 
the sleepers are now set above the ground, 
thus causing still greater obstruction to 
the progress of a car, whereas twenty years 
ago they provided a smooth surface for 
easy going. 


The Motor Show.

Another Trap for the Motorist. 


HOSE motorists who are in the 
habit of taking advantage of the 
convenience of car parking places 
in London, so kindly provided for their 
use, should exercise considerable discretion 
and take to heart the warning that we 
hasten to give. We have discovered by 
personal experience that at some of these 
welcome spots, which have been regarded 
in the light of oases, it is a habit of the 
police to make frequent tours of inspec- 
tion and to note down the numbers of 
all cars that are standing. If a car is 
allowed to remain for more than a fixed 
period—which in the case of the chief 
parking centre of all, that in St. James’s 
Square, so extensively used by visitors 
to the R.A.C., is three hours—a warning 
is given, and, we understand, a prosecution 
follows for obstruction in some cases. 
The basis on which the charge rests 
seems to us something worse than highly 
fantastic. Cars ranged round the side 
of the Square, round which the road is 
extremely wide and through which there 
is very little traffic, are surely incapable 
of causing an obstruction and, moreover, 
the majority of these parking places have 
been definitely and officially allocated by 
the Metropolitan police. On asking the 
policeman engaged in taking the numbers 
and the times at which the cars were

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parked if he would be so good as to tell us 
his instructions, we were informed that 
these were that he was to report for 
obstruction any car that remained for 
more than three hours, on the ground 
that it would prevent other cars, which 
would probably remain for only an hour 
or two, from making use of the space. 
The comments that we would like to make 
and the only expressions that occurred to 
us will doubtless occur with equal 
spontaneity to all our readers. 


The Farce of Optional Licence 
Endorsements. 


EFORE the passing of the Roads 
Be two or three years ago it was 

compulsory on magistrates who con- 
victed a motorist of an offence to record 
the offence on the driver’s licence. There 
were two exceptions to this necessity— 
first and second convictions for exceeding 
the speed limit ; anything else, from using 
a car as an instrument of manslaughter to 
having one figure of a number plate one- 
hundredth of an inch under size, had to be 
duly noted on the licence patent for all to 
see. When by the Roads Act this endorse- 
ment was converted from a compulsion 
into an optional privilege granted to merci- 
ful magisterial benches, the change was 
hailed by the majority of holders of driving 
licences as a great and welcome concession. 
A further change, similarly welcomed, was 
that whereas an endorsement on a licence 
was permanent—some drivers were branded 
by endorsements nearly twenty years old— 
all endorsements might be removed if, after 
the passing of the Act, drivers went for a 
period of three years without receiving 
any more endorsements. 

Many drivers of ripe experience pride 
themselves on having a clean licence, 
though really there is not the slightest 
scope for pride in the fact. Whether one 
believes in luck or not it is certainly an 
entire matter of chance whether a car 
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driver gets his licence endorsed or not, for 
in the old days, when magistrates had no 
option but so to record a conviction, there 
was great inequality in the police and 
magisterial attitude at various times and 
in different districts, and to-day the same 
inequality exists. Thus, once upon a time 
the chance of receiving an endorsement 
depended on the chance of being convicted ; 
nowadays the probability is lessened by the 
fact that a conviction need not necessarily 
be so recorded, but the possibility of its 
so being is still present. There is now 
added to the chances the mentality of the 
bench and the degree to which it is suffering 
from motorphobia. 

It was the possibility of once again 
getting a clean licence to replace their 
sullied record book that charmed so many 
drivers when the Roads Act came into 
force. Connected with this charm was 
the thought that if they should be so 
unlucky as again to fall foul of the police, 
previous convictions would not be brought 
up against them when the case came to 
court and they could show a clean licence 
as evidence of their unquestionable respect- 
ability at the wheel of a car. But, alas 
for these false hopes! Previous convictions 
are brought up before the criminal is sen- 
tenced, just as if they were marked on 
his licence for all to see. If you have 
once covered a hundred yards of road 
without a tail lamp and have been caught 
by the limb of the law while engaged in 
your nefarious pursuits, you are, as a 
motor driver, branded for life. If ten 
years afterwards a Kingston policeman, 
with his micrometer or calipers, discovers 
that your number plate is a thousandth 
of an inch under size, you may rely on 
your offending tail light of a decade before 
being brought up and used in evidence 
against you to prove that you are a 
habitual criminal. 

In other words, this optional instead 
of compulsory endorsement of driving 
licences means nothing at all. It has been 
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said in its favour that when a policeman 
is, on demand, shown a driving licence, he is, 
in the absence of endorsements, prever ‘ed 
from knowing whether he is dealing \ ith 
a virtual ticket-of-leave man or a_ rst 
offender. This belief, however, rests on 
a fallacy. A policeman can demand to 
see a driving licence, but he cannot dem ind 
to handle it; he cannot, therefore, see 
whether there are endorsements or ot, 
unless the licence be presented by its 


owner in such a way as to reveal the 
presence of endorsements. 
One of the many incongruous eff cts 


likely to arise from this previous convic- 
tion business was recently illustrated to a 
degree of absurdity approaching the co:nic 
in that queerly conducted police court 
of Fareham, Hants. Summoned in the 
approved manner for driving to the public 
danger—on the police estimate of his speed 
as his car was approaching them in a 
straight line!—a defendant was _ cross- 
examining the prosecuting police sergeant. 
In this court a police sergeant under cross- 
examination is allowed to make a long 
speech in answer to questions, and his 
answer to the question, “‘ Did you hear 
me sound my horn ? ”’ was, after a perora- 
tion accepted by the Bench as perfectly 
suited to the occasion, ‘‘ No; but I should 
have taken no notice if I had. A motorist 
only sounds his horn to order people out 
of the way, and such practice does not 
influence me in the slightest.”” Whether 
this comment is sensible or otherwise, and 
whether the occasion for uttering it was 
a justifiable one or not is beside the present 
point. That point comes in the fact that 
when a list of the criminal’s previous 
offences was presented to the Bench, great 
stress was laid on the fact that one of 
those offences was “ failing to give audible 
warning of approach ”’ ! 

Not without interest, in view of the 
above comments on the luck of the game, 
is the fact that the list of this particular 
prisoner’s offences contained one other 
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We welcome inspection of the many beautiful innovations 
to be found in our Showrooms. 
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only. This was a lighting offence under 
“ Dora ’’—repealed within a month after 
the conviction—and was reported by the 
same policeman and tried in the same 
court as the failure to give audible warning 
of approach. Nevertheless, this habitual 
criminal can show fourteen clean driving 
licences, and for the last five years has 
been piling up an annual mileage of some- 
thing like 15,000! Lex. 


Obstructions : Legal and Other- 


wise. 


NTERESTING, by virtue of its con- 
nection with several popular topics of 
discussion, was a little incident wit- 
nessed recently in the Surrey village of 
Addlestone. It is interesting on account 
of the efforts that are being made in all 
parts of the country—except, perhaps, in 
the Chertsey area of Surrey in which 
Addlestone is situated—to improve the 
capacity and amenities of the highways 
for the increasing traffic that they have to 
withstand ; it is interesting in connection 
with the efforts that are being made to 
disseminate more widely, among all sections 
of the road-using community, accurate and 
useful ideas of road sense and the right 
and wrong of road manners; and it is 
interesting in connection with the now 
fading silly season topic of the highly 
dangerous driving indulged in by the 
majority of motorists. Addlestone is, in 
itself, a village of no importance, and the 
incident that we saw would deserve no 
mention were it not that it is not entirely 
isolated, and that it is almost typical of 
things that may be seen in other parts 
of the country very frequently. 
There is, then, in this Surrey township, 
a cross-road with a lamp-post placed 
approximately in its centre, although 
actually it is not geometrically accurate 
in its location. As is the case with all 
cross-roads over which passes a fair amount 
of traffic, it is regarded by the police as a 
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highly dangerous crossing, as was evidenced 
some time ago when a police constable 
on point duty beckoned a motorist to 
come round the corner as the road was 
clear, and then afterwards summoned him 
for not giving audible warning of approach, 
and secured a conviction on his sworn 
evidence that the cross-road was dangerous. 
There is really quite a heavy traffic over 
this crossing, and on Saturday nights it 
is, if anything, heavier than at other 
times, because, in addition to the regular 
*bus service which turns at this point, 
there is much pleasure traffic, of consider- 
ably greater volume than the business 
traffic of an ordinary week-day. 

Imagine our surprise, on approaching 
this point, to find disposed around the 
lamp-post a full strength brass band, not 
a Salvation Army affair, but what was, we 
believe, the premier musical institution 
of the township. Symmetrically arranged 
around the lamp-post and extending for 
perhaps half a dozen yards into the road- 
way, which is about 30yds. wide diagonally 
across the junction, the band took up the 
greater portion of the road space available 
for usual traffic. It was an obstruction of 
a highly dangerous character which, owing 
to the arrangement of the street lighting 
at this point, was not obvious until one 
was upon it. Had it been playing a 
Wagnerian overture, or materialising its 
ideas of a Wagnerian overture, any audible 
warning of approach given by an on- 
coming vehicle would have been entirely 
drowned. In other words, that band 
was a most ingenious and extremely 
efficient potential death trap. The risk 
incurred by its members was of a secondary 
import, but the risk that its presence 
imposed upon general traffic was a very 
serious matter. 

Whether it was enjoying police 
approval or protection we do not know, 
but the natural presumption is either that 
the police knew of its presence, in which 
case official approval may be assumed, 
or, alternatively, the police knew nothing 
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of it. In the latter case it seems very 
strange that this corner, which, in the 
ordinary course of things, is zealcusly 
guarded, should be left not merely exp sed, 
but should be allowed to be subjected to 
such dangerous abuse. 

We commend the incident and the 
deductions to be drawn therefrom tc the 
notice of the proper authorities, and will 
conclude by repeating that we refer to 
it not because we consider that Addlestone 
or its band is in need of publicity, but 
simply because it is not an absolittely 
isolated instance (we saw a very Sirnilar 
thing, although not quite so blatan’, at 
Whitstable-on-Sea a few weeks ago). If 
a practice like this is allowed to go on 
unchecked, it is indulging in no effort of 
the imagination to suggest that the darigers 
of our highways are going to be still 
further increased.

The Tyre Industry. — Automotive 
Industries, one of America’s _ leading 
technical journals, makes the following 
comment upon the British tyre situation: 
“Americans who are familiar with the 
gallant struggle Great Britain has made 
to overcome the economic difficulties 
which have confronted her because of 
the war will feel nothing but regret at 





the plight of her tyre industry. If the 
United States, with all its prosperity, 
was justified in raising a tariff wall to 
protect its industry and its agriculture, 
certainly no fault can be found with English 
tyre makers for demanding similar pro- 
tection.” British manufacturers and work- 
people will welcome this fine sporting 
gesture from one of its principal com- 
petitors. The position of the tyre industry 
in this country is steadily worsening, 
and unless Government intervention is 
speedy and decisive it is certain that 
there will be a serious increase in un- 
employment this winter—if, indeed, 
some of our tyre factories do not close 
down permanently.

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THE GRAMOPHONE OF 
TO-DAY 


DMITTEDLY, the gramophone has its limitation as 

a vehicle for sound reproduction, for it is a mac! ine, 

and nothing that is mechanical can hope to povsess 

in the same degree the qualities which disting.ish 

the human voice or the touch of a virtuoso. But 

there is no gainsaying that the modern development of the 

gramophone has made it a true musical instrument. It has, 

moreover, the distinctive merit of bringing within the reach of 

everybody the best vocal and instrumental music by the ost 

talented performers of to-day ; and apart from its value as an 

educative factor in music, it gives opportunity for endless 
enjoyment in the home. 

The gramophone is, however, the victim of prejudice, 
and prejudice dies hard. ‘The case is yet another of the sins 
of a former generation falling on the present, for prejudice 
clings to the earlier estimate of the gramophone, when it 
was a mere noise—and a raucous one at that—whereas, 
to-day, the best new gramophones are far removed from this 
estimate. 

As a striking example of what the gramophone really can 
be to-day we have only to turn to the new Columbia “ Grafonola.” 
This embodies the research work of Mr. William Forse, and 
is a remarkable instrument. Mr. Forse, like many another, 
was dissatisfied with the common failings in the mechanical 
reproduction of sound by means of the gramophone, and he 
applied his keen mind to a solution, point by point. First 
he took the record. He was convinced that the master-record 
held qualities that were not retained by the duplicates im- 
pressed from it ; these duplicates had, moreover, the distressing 
fault of surface noise, or “ scratch,” as the needle passed along 
the grooves; a defect which gave rise to the gibe that the 
gramophone had a grindstone accompaniment. After long 
experiment Mr. Forse produced a record of altogether finer 
quality, one which retained the delicacies that were in the 
master-record, and one, moreover, which was practically free 
from running noise, especially when a fibre needle was used. 
For several months past all the new Columbia records have 
been of this sort. 

Mr. Forse then applied his mind to the sound-box, the tone- 
arm and the amplifying chamber. (For the unversed it may 
be mentioned that the sound-box is the circular attachment 
having a diaphragm to which the stylus bar and its needle are 
fixed, the tone-arm being the connecting link between the 
sound-box and the amplifying chamber.) Here, again, he 
effected a very notable improvement : his work being completed 
by a re-studyof the amplifying chamber, and the production 
of a long-running and quiet-running motor. 

All these improvements are embodied in the new Columbia 
“‘ Grafonola,” and the result is extraordinary. The old gramo- 
phony noise has disappeared, there is no scratch, and, what is 
most important, there is a tone quality which is absent in the 
ordinary gramophone. Both the human voice and instrumental 
music are rendered with remarkable fidelity. The singer is 
no longer trumpety or nasal, the pianist no longer tinny, 
the violinist no longer thin and metallic. 

This instrument, then, is a great credit to all concerned in 
its production, and certainly a delight to the public, even to t 10se 
music-lovers who have hitherto looked rather askance at the 
gramophone. Also—and this is of no little importanc —it 
is inexpensive; any of the prices beyond sixteen gu’ ies 
being relative to cabinetmaker’s work, not to the essentials 
of the gramophone. eS

T the Restoration in 1660, Thomas Simon, who had held the post of sole engraver to the Mint during the 

Commonwealth, was continued in office ; but in 1662 his appointment was limited to that of engraver 

of Seals, and Jan Roettier, a native of Antwerp, was made sole engraver of dies. Enraged at being 

supplanted inthis manner, Simon endeavoured to vindicate his cause by an appeal to the King, in the form of 

the above coin, which was modelled after Roettier’s coin, but far surpassed it in general execution and beauty 
of engraving. ‘The appeal was unsuccessful.
